You were previously sent a Recovery of Improperly Disbursed Funds Letter informing
you of the need to recover funds for the Funding Request Number (s) (FRNs) listed con
the Funding PDisbursement Recovery Report (Report) attached to the Recovery of -
Improperly Disbursed Funds Letter. A revised copy of that Report is attached to
this letter.

In the Order on Reconsideration and Fourth Report and Order (FCC 04-181, rel. July

30, 2004) (Fourth Report and Crder), the FCC “conclude(d] that recovery actions

should be directed to the party or parties that committed the rule or statutory
viclation in gquestion.” The FCC also directed the Universal Service Administrative -
Company (USAC) to determine to whom recovery should be directed in individual cases.
In making such a determination USAC must “consider which party was in a better
positicn to prevent the statutory or rule violation, and which party committed the

act or omission that forms the basis for the statutory or rule violation.¥

Pursuant to the Fourth Report and Order the revised recovery approach applies to all
FENs for which USAC had not yet issued a first Demand Payment Letter as of September
17, 20604 (the effective date of the Order}. The purpose of this letter is teo:
